citizens residing in China may now ob- 
tain divorces there. The necessity ot 
citizens of the United States residing 
in China taking a ton thousand mile 
trip to a. state court in order to insti- 
tute divorce proceedings has been ob- 
viated by what is considered one ot 
the most important decisions handed 
down in the United States Court for 
China 
The decision, made recently 
here by Judge Chas. S. Uobingier in 
the case of Tahaim Hashimoto Cava- 
nagh vs. S. D. Worden overrules that 
of the former judge who had declared 
the court—which 
ranks as a United 
States District Court—lacked jurisdic- 
tion. The new judge granted a. decree 
of divorce to tiie plaintiff, the first 
since the founding of. the court. He 
based his decision upon the case of 
Biddle vs. the United States, October 
28 1907, which held that the United 
States Court for China could go to leg- 
islation which Congress had enacted 
for Alaska and the District of Colum- 
bia and assume the same jurisdiction 
as granted by Congress to courts iu 
these territories.

This little scrap of current history 


is from the pen of Arthur Ruhl, spe- 
cial war correspondent for "Collier's." 
It is significant because it shows the 
loyalty of our adopted citizenship, and 
because of the man's clear perception 
of American politics and our public 
men. 
His estimate of Colonel Rooserelt 


and the progressive party is correct, 
and his analysis of the man who at 
one time was the most popular man 
in the nation, is true to the letter. 


The progressive party was born in 


the brain of Senator Robert M. La Fol- 
lette, and he is entitled to whatever it 
may contain in the way of merit A£- 
ter'foisting it on his own state ho ex- 
pected to "use It as a stepping stone 
from the gubernatorial to the presi- 
dential chair. But Cummins and Bris- 
tow were troubled with similar aspira- 
tions and the movement, to crystallite 
it into a national party, required the 
presence of a ^reat leader, and Colonel 
Roosevelt took advantage of the op- 
portunity.

ability, yet so selfish, withal that h 
was ready to sacrifice his friends, an 
the party to which he owed allegience 
because it had made him what he wa 
by honoring hta with the highes 
office within the gift of the people.

My last thoughts will be for you.' 
With this letter there came 
an- 
other from the cure of a little Belgian 
village giving the details of the death 
of the writer of the above. It was in 
a Belgian forest that a party of dra- 
poons were surprised by an ambush 
and all shot down excepting three and 
on these, three the Prussians rushed 
to complete! their work. The briga- 
dier, already wounded in the leg. man- 
aged master his pain and 
charged 
alone, and the cure adds that there 
was other than French

"His 
body is not lost," the cure con- 
tinues; "it reposes in the little cem- 
etery of our village where you will 
come to visit the tomb after the war." 
A letter from a lieutenant to his 
wife in Paris reads: 
"Wo were in the first rank with our 
lieutenant Jean Ebrard at the head. 
He received six bullets. First wound 
ed in the thigh, he got up. collected 
his men and went on ahead. 
Another 
ball struck him in the shoulder and 
four others were stopped by his knap- 
sack. Ho found another later in his 
belt. 'Precious souvenir,' he said. He 
went to have his wounds dressed, on 
returning to the place of assembling. 
There's a sample of the conduct of 
our officers." 
Problem of Prisoners. 
London, Sept. 19.—The -number of 
"alien enemies" in the United King- 
dom, which is estimated at from 50,- 
to SO,000 including women and chil- 
dren, daily becomes a matter of more 
concern. 


.Most of the better class have ob- 
tained police, permits to 
remain at 
liberty, reporting at stated times to 
the police stations. Of these many 
continue in employment, but the dis- 
chp.rginjj of c-lerks. teachers, govern- 
esses and servants of German or Aus- 
trian birth is becoming more common 
as the war feeling grows. The women, 
who are required to register with the 
police, p.re supported by 
charitable 


funds out of the 200,000 marks appro- 
priafd by the German government 
for the relief of subjects in England. 
Bum the vast majority ot unemployed 
and penniless, who arc a charge on 
society and a source of concern to the 
police, have been gathered into vari- 
ous detention camps. 
At one of those camps at Aldershot 
there are over 2.f>00 inmates. 
They 
live in a tent city within a barbed 
wire enclosure. As an extra induce- 
ment to remain inside the 
barbed 
wire, the prisoners are deprived of 
their shoes. Other large camps are at 
Liverpool ar.d -MancIiSster. H is ex- 
pected that the prisoners will soon be 
piK to vovk i:i the Reids, just as all 
tlip detained aliens have in Germany.

Olympia. where fash- 
ion and nob'.lity gathered for the an-

horse show recently. Austrians and 
Hungarians are detained. 
T!-e prisoners have plenty of space 
for exercise, which takes generally 
the form of r-hildren's games.

run after each other and shout like 
boys in a p'ay yard.

the 
worse for lack of baths and laundries 
they are for the larger part of the 
lorcipn riff-raff of London and are anv 
thins but discontent at having a day 
of liberty with three meals included.

with other parts of France and with 
Spain.
